THE "SPANISH MAGUEY." 

Air. D. I*. Bunion, the inventor of 
the.new fibre machine, speak* of this 
plant us follows: 

* The Maguey plant is a native of the 
island of Culm and of Mexico. Its 
inline in both t hese count t ies is “Mu* 
ffury Kspafftnl ”—"Spanish Maguey.” 

It is u perennial, and propagates it¬ 
self by shoots from the bulb, springing 
up around the parent plant to the 
number of about twenty-five every 
year for four years. Then the center 
stalk shoots upward to some twenty- 
live feet, producing a great number of 


white Mowers, the stem appearing like 
t he mast of a vessel about six incite* 
in diameter. 

Its entire length is covered with 
shoots when it ripens, and when it 
reaches full maturity it falls to the 
ground to renew itself by these suckers 
or shoots taking root and springing 
up as new plants, thus propagating its 
kind one hundred times more than in 
the way mentioned already. Its roots 
are nothing more than soft fibres or 
tendrils; it is eonseipiently essentially 
an air plant, living and growing by t lie 
eoudensat ion of the moisture .of tin* 
at mosphere or (lews that fall. It is.a 
plant that never dies, and t hriveseven 
on the poorest soils. The ordinary 
frosts that would kill all orange trues 
do not harm it ; it needs no care or 
cultivation, and flourishes without fer¬ 
tilization. Cattle will not destroy it— I 
grubs and insects will not touch it. 

'Phis plant is the second in its family, 
of which there are live grades or spe¬ 
cies, all. looking alike and growing, 
blooming and propagating the same 
way—only one after the other heroines 
more diminutive in size and in the 
height of the stem. 

The "Spanish Maguey” must not be 
confounded with the century plant or 
the Mexican agav.e, for these,although 
of the same family, differ very mate¬ 
rially from tla* Maguey plant, and 
those of the Maguey family. The first 
of I lie series of the Maguey plant is I lie 
Sisal hemp, which is largely grown 
near Sisal, in Yucatan, and is exten¬ 
sively exported to Kngland and the 
I’nitcd States. Mexico furnishes large 
quantities of the Maguey fibre to the 
Failed States, bur Maguey as grown in 
Cuba and Mexico (these countries 
being more t copies I and the dew heav¬ 
ier) furnishes a much coarser and 
longer, though not so strong a fibre as 
that grown in less tropical countries, 

such us Florida. Here, while its growth 
is Icnh spontaneous and luxjit'iuiit, the 
lihre yielded is liner and stronger. 
Here, vyhilt; the prodlii t of leaves may 
reach uiftfards of sixty tons per acre, 
in Cuba and Mexico it may reach 


seventy-live, and even eighty tons per 

acre. 

The Sisal hemp, as grown in Yuca¬ 
tan, is from four to live feel in length, 
hut coarse and imphuhlc. It is the 
lirst of the family of the Maguey 
species. 

From long experience with the Ma¬ 
guey plant during my residence in 
Cuba, I iiiii prepared to say, with con¬ 
fidence, that'it and all its hranehesare 
well adapted to successful cultivation 
in Florida, and that t he int induct ion 
of the lihre industry here, with them 
/is a basis, will prove of i|iealeiihdile 
benefit not only in the utilization of 
thousands of acres of land that are 
useless for all other agricultural pur¬ 
poses, hut in drawing to our St ate 
thousands of industrious tierman and 
ot her farmers. 

There are many other lihre plants, 
both in Cuba and Mexico, that maybe 
profitably grown and nianufact ured in 
Florida, of these is the I’ila grass. 
'Phis grass grows in great hunches or 
clumps, about from six to ten feet 
apart, an I reaching a height of live to 
six feet. It Ims a blade about half an 
inch wide, and its lihre like that of the 
Maguey plant, grows in a watery bed 
of pulp. Its leaves or blades are 
fringed with long, line, sharp—needles 
about the size of an ordinary sewing 
needle, and its liber is as white as 
snow and as line as (lie tiuest Ifax or 
linen material. I'iia grass .is a very 
hardy liber plant and will grow well 
here. There is no machinery for the 
extraction of its liber in the countries 
where it grows; all the liber utilized is 
obtained by hand labor. 

My recently patented machinery 
alone is adapted to the rapid extrac¬ 
tion of these pulp liber*. 

'These pulp libers are all of nil inde¬ 
pendent nature, growing singly ami 
separately in their watery beds eon-, 
tuined within the leaf, and are not to 
be confounded with the hark libers of 
hemp, jute, Max, ramie, etc. Tlic*rlat¬ 
ter have to undergo the process of rot.A 
ting by exposure to the action of 
water and air so as to destroy the 
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woody'body that I In* liber bark i.linu* 
to. 'I'liin process of rotting mildews 
and diM'oloHz<«H I In* liber ho that it lias 
lo tmdcruo tin* Olcaehinu proecHH of 
st ronu alkalies to rest ore it a whit encss, 
all of w liirli ill's needless to say impairs 
I lie qnalit y of t la* material. Moreover, 
llir bark ban to'imdcruo tin* mechani- 
cal plot thh of ‘‘lii.'tcbiiiK" and “comb- 
inu,'' to.make it tit for marki-t, and all 
these details involve expense and 
delay. 

These object ioiiH do not apply to t la*, 
liber plants (lie prodnel ion of which 
in Florida I hii earnest ly recommend. 
Tbey require no other manipulation 
(ban tbe net ion of tbe niaebine to 
hrmu out tlieir abundant yield, iih 
white an snow. after a comfortable 
bat b in pure water.

Russian Freedom of Opinipn. 

From George Reiman's paper on 
••Tin* Russian Penal ' Code,” in tin? 
April tVntury, we quote as follows: 
“ll is Imril for an American to realize 
a state of affairs in wliiili tin* public 
expresston of a judgment or an 
opinion with regard to Governmental 
act ion is'uupcriuit ted,'and in which 
it is more or less hazardous for a 
dozen law abiding citizens to meet at 
regular intervals in a private house 
for the discussion of public questions. 
Section Jliilt of 'Title IV. declares that 
‘Persons'guilty of belonging to a sovi¬ 
et v which employs any means what¬ 
ever to conceal from the tiovernment 
its existence, its nature; or its aims, 
or to keep secret its meet ings, l he sub¬ 
ject of its ildiherations, or the rein- 
t ions bet ween its members, ora society 
which secretly disseminates any doc¬ 
trines whatever, shall be imprisoned 
in a fortress for not less tliun four nor 
more t ban eight mont lis, or in a prison 
for not less than one nor more than 
three weeks, according to t lie i ircuin- 
sfaners of t he case. 

“Of cottrtu;, persons w ho meet regu¬ 
larly for any purpose in a private 
house render themselves liable to an 
accusation based upon this section. 
As soon its their meetings attract tin* 
attention of the secret police, they are 
made t he subject of an official examin¬ 
ation, which almost, always leads to 
consequences more or less unpleasant 
for l he participants. I know a group 
of gentlemen in St. Petersburg who 
meet at stated intervals for the dis¬ 
cussion of public atTairs, and who, 
nit hough t hey a re licit her con spiral ors 
noi revolutionists, spend the evening 
in making a pretense of gambling, in 
order that neither the servants nor 
the police may suspect them of secret 
machinations. In the eyes of the 
<iovcnniient a club of gamblepT“is a 
safe and innocent organization, but a 
private debating society is-a danger¬ 
ous menace to social order aqd to the 
rights and privileges of the Supreme 
Ant horit
